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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The portions of the argument that are directed to 
the terminal Si-H group are moot because the after final amendment is not entered. Concerning the applicants' argument about the 
claimed Si-O-Si bridge structure wherein the applicant cites portions of the specification, the examiner notes that the disclosure of the cited 
portions does not exclude the Si-O-Si bridge structure from being a linear structure; moreover, the disclosure rather than define the Si-O-Si 
bridge structure, only provides examples of components (A), (B) and (C), and specifies that these examples are non-limiting, by the use of 
"e.t.c." 

Though the 132 declaration is not entered, the examiner notes that the composition of Koichiro et al used for the comparison comprises 
methyl functional polymers, while Koichiro et al discloses both methyl functional and phenyl functional polymers, hence that the composition 
of the instant claims have improved heat resistance and flexibility than the compositions of Koichiro et al is inconclusive, as it is known in 
the art that incorporation of phenyl group to polysiloxane polymer increases the thermal stability of the polymer. Furthermore, the data 
provided in the 132 declaration is not commensurate in scope with the claims which it is offered to support. The functinal groups .average 
molecular weight, specific species of components, and wt%s shown in the data of the components (A), (B) and (C) of the compositions of 
the 132 declaration are very limiting, compared to the far broader range encompassed by the instant claims. . 
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
